He came to know that they sre simnle peonle from our economic 
point of view, but complicated when it comes to cultures that they are stunid 
when it comes to politics, and vise where the art of living is concerned.

Of course he 
exaccerates in his descrivtion of the: Gemeral in order to nake Major Jonnolo look 
so much the more human and likable, In order to emphesize his interest and con- 
‘cern, the General by contrast is »ainted shoving utter disinterest and unvar— 
ranted, though ee ruthlessness. I adzuire Mr. Yershey'ts coureze in a aie 
the General, but I think he would be just as useful to ts story being less of 
a symbol,more of a really live personality.
